Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1-5, 7-11 and 14-29 are allowed for the following reasons: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the invention patented in Pat. No. (WO 02/052320 which has a equivalent 
publication US 6453092). 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious the optical fiber material is chosen so as to 
have the coefficient of thermal expansion of the strip of optical fiber not greater 
than the coefficient of thermal expansion of the sealing component and the 
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sealing material component not greater than the coefficient of thermal expansion 
of the intermediate component in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the base claim. Claims 2-5, 7-11 and 14-29 depend on claim 1 and therefore 
they are also allowed.
